Your vote really will count. So 
don’t miss out - vote on 

Thursday (and we’ll see you 
back here next 
weekend for a full 
results round¬ 
up).

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43-year-old arrested by 
terror police after raids

POLICE say an active terror plot 
was foiled following a spate of 
arrests in Kent and London on 
Thursday night. 

A total of six people were 
arrested in co-ordinated raids with 
one being a 43-year-old woman 
arrested at a property here. 

Officers remained tight-lipped as 
KoS went to press as to where she 
was apprehended in Kent but on 
Friday night she remained in a 
south London police station being 
questioned. All are held on 
suspicion of the commission, 
preparation and instigation of 
terrorist acts. 

She was arrested shortly after 
police burst into a property in 
Willesden, north London. 

A woman in her 20s was shot 
during the operation and remains 
under police guard after being 
taken to hospital in a serious but 
stable condition. 

The activity came hours after 
officers arrested a man carrying a 
bag of knives in Whitehall, close to 
Downing Street, as part of a 
separate, unconnected investiga¬ 
tion by Scotland Yard and MI5. 

Giving an update on Friday, Met 


Police deputy assistant commis¬ 
sioner Neil Basu, the senior 
national co-ordinator for counter¬ 
terrorism policing, said: “Due to 
these arrests that have been made, 
in both cases I believe that we have 
contained the threats that they 
posed.” 

Pressed on whether they had 
foiled an active plot, Mr Basu 
replied: “Yes.” 

Elite armed officers carried out a 
“specialist entry” into a terraced 


property in Willesden shortly 
before 7pm on Thursday night. 

Police fired CS gas into the 
address, which had been under 
observation as part of a current 
counter-terrorism operation, Mr 
Basu said. 

He added that an armed entry 
was necessary “due to the nature 
of the intelligence that we were 
dealing with”. 

Neighbours recalled hearing “at 
least six” shots and screaming as 


police entered the address. 

Mr Basu said that, with last 
month’s Westminster attack “so 
fresh in people’s minds”, he wanted 
to reassure the public that officers 
were working around the clock to 
identify would-be terrorists. 

Thanking the public for their 
“continued help and support”, he 
added: “No matter how hard we 
try, it is communities that will 
defeat terrorism and we rely on 
your vigilance.” 


Police begin probe into 
hospital death of tragic 
mother Sian Hollands 


AN INVESTIGATION into whether 
criminal offences took place in the 
death of a Dartford mother at Darent 
Valley Hospital has been launched by 
Kent Police. 

A coroner ruled earlier this month 
that Sian Hollands, 25, may have 
lived had doctors at the hospital not 
failed to properly examine, diagnose 
and treat her. 

The mum-of-three, who lived in 
Priory Hill, was declared dead on 
November 15, 2015, after suffering a 
pulmonary embolism - a potentially 
fatal clot that can prevent blood 
reaching the lungs - having been 
discharged just hours before. 

Ms Hollands’ family told the 
inquest at Gravesend Old Town Hall 
that staff at the hospital didn’t take 
the patient seriously because she was 
a former drug addict. 

In a statement, Dartford and 
Gravesham NHS Trust, which 
oversees the hospital, apologised 
and admitted Ms Hollands “did 
not receive the level of care that 
she was entitled to expect”. 


The trust added that a number of 
improvements have been made 
subsequently to ensure patient 
safety. 

Following the coroner’s verdict, 
the family told KoS it intended to 
push for a criminal prosecution, and 
Kent Police has now confirmed it is 
making initial enquiries, following a 
formal request on April 11. 

“Officers are in the process of 
collating information to establish 
whether any criminal offences have 
taken place,” a spokesperson said. 

Ms Hollands’ sister, Ebony, 22, said 
this week: “It’s taking time but we 
are getting justice for my beautiful 
sister. 

“I will not allow for Sian to just be 
a name that people forget, she was 
our gentle giant and she didn’t 
deserve to be taken from us.” 

The coroner had said her death 
was “due to the failures of the doctors 
at the Darent Valley Hospital to 
examine, diagnose and treat her for 
pulmonary embolism following her 
admission to the hospital.” 


Gills in crunch final game of 
the season to avoid the drop 


GILLINGHAM could be relegat¬ 
ed from League One this 
afternoon as their season reaches 
a dramatic conclusion. 

The Gills travel to Northampton 
sitting just one point above the 
relegation zone after a steady 
slide down the table. 

They will survive if Port Vale, 
the team sat behind them, lose or 
draw. 

But if they beat promotion¬ 


chasing Fleetwood Town, the 
pressure will be on the Gills to 
secure the win needed to keep 
them up. To add a further twist, 
Northampton are managed by 
Justin Edinburgh - sacked as Gills 
coach at the turn of the year and 
replaced by Ady Pennock. 

The final games of the season 
take place today (Sunday) at 3pm.

MEDIA company the KM Group 
dramatically changed hands this 
week - bringing to an end more 
than 125 years of family owner¬ 
ship. 

The firm, which publishes 
titles including the Kent Messen¬ 
ger, Kentish Express and Kentish 
Gazette titles, as well as a host of 
radio stations through its KMFM 
brand, has been acquired by 
Iliffe Media. It adds to a portfolio

Geraldine Allinson said: 
‘Althoughthere is some 
personal sadness for me and my 
family that our pension liabilities 
have led us to this position, in 
Iliffe we have found a publisher 
which shares our belief in the 
importance of local media.”

I remain 
wary, because until a child is 
born you’re still dealing with a 
pregnancy.” 


CCG says debts rising to 
£17m due to increasing 
pressure on healthcare

HEALTH providers in north Kent say 
they are predicting a £17 million 
deficit in their finances due to in¬ 
creased costs and rises in the nation¬ 
al minimum wage. 

Health funding for Dartford, 
Gravesham and Swanley has not 
matched the towns’ growth, leading 
to a mounting debt, the area’s clinical 
commissioning group (CCG) said. 

The Dartford, Gravesham and 
Swanley CCG is responsible for or¬ 
ganising public health services in 
the towns, including services for 
Darent Valley Hospital and Grave¬ 
sham Community Hospital, and has 
forecasted the deficit in its budget for 
2016/17. 

It says increased pressure on serv¬ 
ices saw the CCG over spend by 
£llm last year. It has already seen a 
£1.2m deficit last year. 

A spokesman for the trust told 
KoS: “Many CCGs and hospital 
trusts are reporting a deficit this

year, in Kent we are no different. 

“Other CCGs in the region have 
found it difficult to break-even finan¬ 
cially, and in some areas where 
CCGs are breaking even or reporting 
a surplus at the end of the financial 


year, their hospital trusts have defi¬ 
cits. 

“In Dartford, Gravesham and 
Swanley our funding levels have not 
kept up with the unprecedented 
growth in housing and population. 
This increase in population has im¬ 
pacted local health care services 
considerably this year and in partic¬ 
ular the number of patients being 
treated by our local hospitals. 

“The CCG has seen increased ac¬ 
tivity at the Dartford and Grave¬ 
sham NHS Trust at a cost of £llm 
plus £3m with other providers of 
acute services. 

“Around 50 per cent of this in¬ 
crease was as a result of the popula¬ 
tion growth, the rest was increase in 
demand for services. As a result of 
minimum wage increases and the 
employer pension, the CCG had an 
additional cost of the rate paid for 
funded nursing care of £1.2m.” 

Labour county councillor for 
Dartford north east, Tom Maddison, 
said he was “very concerned” about 
the impact the cut in funding will 
have on patient care.

Author raps 
out warning 
over children 


WAR Horse author Michael Morpurgo 
has warned children are becoming 
more isolated because of overuse of 
social media. 

The former children’s laureate who 
attended the King’s School in Canter¬ 
bury, 73, said that children’s “experi¬ 
ence of life” was often limited to 
technology, whether it is “phones or 
iPads”. 

He said: “The misuse of this technol¬ 
ogy is allowing this to become such a 
strong culture of communication that 
children forget about talking to people. 

“They get on social media just like 
that, in their bedrooms, and that can be 
very isolating.” 

He said that “used properly” new 
technology can have extraordinary ben¬ 
efits. But the former Kent primary 
school teacher warned: “A lot of 
children are suffering from too much 
isolation. Incidences of depression and 
mental illness are increasing. 

“We live in a world which should be 
much happier. We have creature 
comforts, we’re not freezing cold, we 
have a health service that’s enabled us 
to have another 10 years of life... but we 
have more isolated lives.” 

His warning comes after Childline 
reported that more children are 
growing up feeling lonely. 


Crooks return dead 
baby's possessions 

ITEMS of “huge sentimental value” stolen from the 
parents of a baby who had recently died when 
their car was pinched, have been returned by 
crooks to police. 

A striped blanket the baby was wrapped in at 
birth, a red toy dinosaur, a blue baby mirror, two 
car seats and a buggy were in a black Ford Fiesta 
stolen in Mead Road in Dartford on April 19. 

Sgt Becky Jones said the theft caused “a great 
deal of upset and distress for the whole family” as 
they appealed for their return. 

But last Sunday, all the items - except for the car 
- were left at North Kent Police Station in North- 
fleet. The police are continuing to hunt for the car 
which had been undergoing repairs for a faulty 
bonnet. 

Its licence plate begins X389, though police fear 
it may have been removed.

MP's aide denies 
rape in Westminster 

AN AIDE to South Thanet MP Craig Mackinlay has 
denied raping a woman at the Palace of Westminster 
last October. 

Samuel Armstrong, 23, from Danbury in Essex, is 
charged with two counts of rape, one of sexual 
assault and one of assault by penetration in relation 
to the alleged attack. 

Armstrong, who was suspended as Mr Mackin- 
lay’s chief of staff, wore a suit and pleaded not guilty 
to all four counts as he stood in the dock at South¬ 
wark Crown Court on Friday morning. He is 
accused of sexually touching the woman without 
consent earlier in the day then penetrating her that 
evening. 

Judge Deborah Taylor ordered him to appear for 
trial on December 11. The case is estimated to last 
five to seven days. 

A pre-trial hearing was scheduled to take place 
on September 29. 

Armstrong was bailed on the condition he does 
not enter the Palace of Westminster or contact the 
alleged victim. 


Election claims rail 
consultation events 

FIVE public events to be staged as part of the 
consultation into the next rail franchise for the 
county have been cancelled due to the snap 
general election. 

Giving people the chance to speak directly to 
the Department for Transport about what is 
known as the south eastern rail franchise - cur¬ 
rently held by the company Southeastern - a 
number have already been held. 

But with purdah - a period in which national 
and local government cannot comment on 
issues which may sway the electorate - the 
remaining five events, which included dates in 
Gravesend and Canterbury, have now been 
called off. 

The consultation ends on May 23 giving no 
chance of them being rearranged. 

The consultation has already sparked a 
21,000-strong petition after proposals to cut 
Dartford and Bexleyheath services down to just 
one London terminal. The new franchise agree¬ 
ment will come into force next year. 
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Fires, canons and hot water 
in battle to protect our vines

VINEYARDS have started burning fires at 
night to protect their crop from the threat of 
frost during last week’s cold snap. 

The chilly weather in the night threatened 
to harm the young vines. 

Julian Barnes, managing director at Bid¬ 
denden Vineyards explained that a key 
weapon against the damage is to burn small 
fires in buckets to keep the temperatures 
above zero. He explained: “Lighting candles 
is a temperature control method that is pop¬ 
ular on mainland Europe but we have not 
seen it over here much. 

“It can be spectacular, but also very effec¬ 
tive. It is all down to changing time, weather 
patterns and climate change. 

“We used three large gas-fired canons that 
blow warm air for around 60 metres under 
the vines so it then rises; we also started 
eight fires in some old metal crates we 
knocked up, and used hot water on the vines. 

“Walking around the vines in the early 
hours and you could feel the frosts coming. 
We spent the whole night out there. We just 
needed to keep the air moving. We were all 
out, almost the whole family, from 2am 
Thursday and we are now presently assess¬ 
ing how effective our measures were. Ensur¬ 


ing our vines survive is, of course, a priority. 

“We think we have got away with it, and 
hopefully that is the end of the frosts this 
year. Three weeks ago, we were walking 
around in just a shirt.” 

As for the future wine production, he said: 
“If we had lost a high number of shoots it 
could have been a problem years down the 
line. It would have implications.” 

He added: “The weather this year has 
changed a lot and the long dry spell means 
the ground frosts can be worse than if the 


surface had more moisture in it. 

“We were warned there was going to be 
several frosts, and to be honest we have not 
seen a situation like this for 20 years where 
the shoots opened early and then there is a 
series of frosts.” 

The family owned Biddenden Vineyards 
- which has won a host of prestigious 
awards for its variety of wines - stretches 
across 23 acres with vines on south facing 
gentle slopes. Forecasters say tempera¬ 
tures should rise again next week. 


College birds stolen 
along with their eggs 

A NUMBER of endangered birds have been stolen 
from Hadlow College. 

One Nene goose, one Maned goose, one 
Laysan Teal duck and 24 eggs were swiped at its 
campus in Tonbridge Road, Hadlow. 

They were stolen overnight last Saturday and 
Sunday. Police want to hear from anyone who may 
have seen the crime or have any information to 
contact them. 

Rider killed in crash 
named as dad-of-two 

A MOTORCYCLIST killed in a horror crash on the 
B2075 Romney Road last week was a dad-of-two 
from Hawkinge, police have confirmed 
Rodger Smith, 62, died at the scene, one mile 
south of the junction with the A259 Hammonds 
Corner on April 19. He was riding a grey Yamaha 
bike which hit a VW Tiguan. 


Sex attacker jailed 

A RAPIST from Dorset has been jailed for life after 
admitting 21 sexual offences committed while he 
lived in Kent. 

Shaun Sharp, 57, formerly of Lydd, abused 
children for a decade from the mid-1990s. 

He was sentenced to life imprisonment when he 
appeared at Canterbury Crown Court on 
Wednesday.

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Farage being sued for £100k 
over Hope Not Hate remarks 



FORMER Ukip leader Nigel Farage 
faces a High Court claim for 
damages of up to £100,000 from a 
campaign group. 

Hope Not Hate said it has started 
legal proceedings against Mr 
Farage, who last week announced 
he would not be standing for 
election in South Thanet again in 
June’s general election, for com¬ 
ments he made on LBC Radio on 
December 20 last year. 

The libel claim filed argues Mr 
Farage’s remarks that Hope Not Hate 
“masquerade as being lovely and 
peaceful, but actually pursue violent 
and very undemocratic means” has 
caused and/or is likely to cause 
“serious harm” to its reputation. 

Hope Not Hate is also seeking an 
injunction to restrain Mr Farage 
from repeating the comments, 


made when asked about an 
extremism row on Twitter with 
Brendan Cox - the husband of 
murdered Labour MP Jo Cox. 

The group’s chief executive Nick 
Lowles said: “All Nigel Farage had 


to do was say sorry. This case is not 
about money for Hope Not Hate, 
this is about telling the truth.” 

Mr Farage, who until recently 
lived in Westerham, has declined to 
comment. 


CPS receives file in probe 
into Tory election spend 


THE Crown Prosecution Service 
has confirmed it has received a 
file from Kent Police as part of its 
investigation into claims the 
Conservative Party breached 
rules over election expenses in 
South Thanet in 2015. 

Various forces around the 
country had already sent files to 
the CPS regarding allegations of 
breaching spending limits on 
other seats two years ago, and 
county chiefs have now also 
handed over their findings. 

It is the latest development in 
a long-running scandal in 
which the Conservatives were 
said to have “understated” 
spending during campaigning 
on the Kent seat, where Craig 
Mackinlay was victorious over 
former Ukip leader Nigel Farage. 

The row centres around 
claims the party recorded 


expenditure on hotels in 
Ramsgate as national spending, 
rather than local spending. 

The Electoral Commission 
fined the Tories - who blamed 
“simple human error” - a record 
£70,000 earlier this year 
following an investigation. 

It is now understood the CPS 
will review the evidence before 
deciding whether any charges 
should be brought, but need to 
do so before the start of the 
general election on June 8. 

The party, and Mr Mackinlay 
himself, have long protested 
innocence, and the MP says he 
will fight to defend his seat 
when we go to the polls. 

Rev. Stuart Piper is set to be 
named by Ukip as the candidate 
to replace Mr Farage in 
challenging for the seat after a 
meeting of members this week.

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Joint candidates rejected

T HE Green Party has react¬ 
ed angrily after opposition 
parties in at least two key 
constituencies torpedoed 
suggestions of fielding a 
united ‘progressive alliance’ candi¬ 
date in a bid to unseat long-estab¬ 
lished Conservative MPs. 

As parties scramble to select their 
candidates for the snap election on June 
8, plans to stage a candidate against 
Canterbury’s Sir Julian Brazier were de¬ 
railed after the Lib Dems and Labour 
rejected an approach by the Greens to 
team up. In addition, Ukip confirmed it 
would not field a candidate against the 
Brexit supporting MP. 

And in Maidstone and The Weald, 
the Liberal Democrats sparked fury 
from the Green candidate after it also 
refused to discuss a joint candidate to 
stand against Tory Helen Grant. 

Stuart Jeffery, who had stood in Can¬ 
terbury in 2015 and will now stand in 
Maidstone for the Greens, said: “Greens 
do politics differently. Nationally we ap¬ 
proached Labour and Lib Dems to dis¬ 
cuss an alliance which would have seen 
an end to Tory rule. Sadly they refused. 
Locally we did the same to maximise the 
anti-Tory vote in this safe Conservative 
seat, but again the Lib Dems refuse to 
talk. Frankly I’m disgusted with their at¬ 


titude, it is almost as if they want to see 
the Tories stay in government. 

“I will continue to fight for both the 
people in Maidstone and the environ¬ 
ment and I will continue to do politics 
differently.” 

But the Lib Dem candidate, bor¬ 
ough councillor for Coxheath Emily 
Fermor, insists she is the person who 
can topple Mrs Grant and urged 


Green supporters to get behind her. 

She told KoS: “We welcome the 
support of any party or organisation, 
but we point blank rule out any form 
of progressive alliance. 

“We believe the Liberal Democrats 
are the only party who have any 
chance of unseating Helen Grant. 

“I don’t think it’s fair for the elec¬ 
torate to put up some form of rainbow 


alliance. And I’d say to any Green 
supporter, if you want a pro-Europe- 
an candidate capable of winning in 
this constituency then you need to 
vote for the Liberal Democrats.” 

The Lib Dems have traditionally 
carried a strong supporter base in the 
county town, but saw its vote collapse 
in 2015 as part of a backlash against 
the party. 


Steer clear of 
Yalding weir 

EMERGENCY crews are warning 
school children and businesses of the 
danger of swimming in the weir at 
Yalding this summer. 

Kent Fire and Rescue Service says 
the area close to Teapot Island and The 
Lees attracts many visitors in the 
summer months and families are often 
found paddling in the shallow river 
water between the sluice gates and the 
bridge, ignoring signs to steer clear. 

It says in recent years, there have 
been several serious ‘near misses’, 
where people have been close to 
drowning and have needed to be 
rescued. 

Spurs to play 
tribute game 

PREMIER League title-chasers Spurs 
will play a special match against 
Ebbsfleet United in July in memory of 
the Kent club’s FA Trophy winning 
skipper Paul McCarthy who died 
in February of a suspected heart 
attack. 

The 45-year-old lifted the trophy 
in 2008. His memory will be kept 
alive at the game at Stonebridge 
Road on July 15. A spokesman for the 
Fleet said: “All gate receipts will be 
donated to Paul’s family.”

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Seeking an 
answer to 
grammars' 
big question

B RIGHT pupils from poor 
backgrounds are being “let 
down by the system” ac¬ 
cording to a councillor 
leading a charge to in¬ 
crease social mobility in grammar 
schools. 

Jenny Whittle, chair of Kent Coun¬ 
ty Council’s grammar schools and 
social mobility select committee, in¬ 
sists more work needs to be done in 
primary schools to identify those pu¬ 
pils and encourage and support them 
to take the Kent Test. 

‘Disadvantaged’ children are de¬ 
fined by the local authority as not just 
those not entitled to free school 
meals, but also those in receipt of the 
pupil premium - a sum of money giv¬ 
en to schools each year by the govern¬ 
ment to improve attainment. 

The committee published a report 
last June in which it highlighted that 
just 57 per cent of high ability chil¬ 
dren in receipt of pupil premium in 
the county attend a grammar school, 
compared to 79 per cent of similar 
ability children not eligible for pupil 
premium. 

As a result it proposed 16 recom¬ 
mendations to help drive social mo¬ 
bility and increase the numbers of 
such pupils taking the Kent Test, and 
improving the network of support for 
them before and after. 

There is currently a ban imposed 
by KCC on primary schools preparing 
pupils for the Kent Test during school 
time and the council insists improve¬ 
ments have been made to limit any 
benefit which may be gained from 
coaching and ensure as level a play¬ 
ing field as possible. 

Instead, council chiefs want to see 
a stronger relationship between pri¬ 
mary schools and grammars, where 
pupils for whom the grammar route 
is deemed suitable are identified and 
supported far earlier. 

“There’s a perception that it’s 
something for wealthier people, and 
parents who are less well off still 
think grammar schools are not for 
their children, but that’s where KCC 
comes in to play to make sure no one 
falls through the net,” Cllr Whittle 
told KoS. 

“There are between 650 and 700 
children in non-selective secondary 
schools who receive pupil premium 
who should have attended a gram¬ 
mar school and missed out on a place. 

“Why didn’t they go? We think pri¬ 
mary school head teachers can play a 
key role. 



“You can see pretty early on which 
are the brightest kids and we need 
head teachers to speak to those par¬ 
ents and provide encouragement and 
support. 

“They are told they cannot prepare 
in school time because 75 per cent 
will not be going to selective schools, 
however there is nothing to stop head 
teachers sitting down with parents 
and giving their professional advice 
about those children. 

“High attaining children who miss 
out on a grammar school place be¬ 
cause they have not entered the Kent 
Test or not been supported through 
the appeal process have been let 
down by the system.” 

One of the recommendations in last 
year’s committee report was for the 
council to consider adopting a similar 
approach to authorities such as near¬ 
by Bexley where, after registering 
their child for the test, parents direct¬ 
ly receive a link to the council’s famil¬ 
iarisation booklet, which includes 
practice questions. 

Paper copies of the booklet - which 
enables parents and pupils to know 
what the test papers look like, and 
what type of questions to expect in 
the test environment - are also avail¬ 
able upon request. 

Clearly the authority is looking to 
improve communication with par¬ 
ents and provide more material to 
help prepare, however, there is no ap¬ 
petite at KCC to open the field to all 
pupils and introduce a policy of 
coaching in advance. 

“We did explore this and we looked

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at Buckinghamshire where everyone 
is entered into the test,” Cllr Whittle 
said. 

“However the proportion of chil¬ 
dren on free school meals going to 
grammars is the same or worse than 
it is in Kent.” 

Education consultant and former 
Gravesend head teacher Peter Read 
agreed: “I think that’s unreasonable 
on the 50 per cent of children who 
don’t want to go to grammar schools 
- for many of them it will be a point¬ 
less exercise. 

“I think it would be a terrible idea 
and there are better ways of achiev¬ 
ing social mobility.” 

Mr Read has been supportive of the 
report since it was published 10 


months ago, but insisted he wanted 
to see further steps taken. 

“I think their recommendations 
are very good but the problem is they 
are not mandatory,” he added. 

“Primary schools are working in a 
selective authority and there are too 
many primaries who discourage chil¬ 
dren taking the 11-plus even though 
they have the ability. 

“As a result, in certain areas chil¬ 
dren whose parents may not appreci¬ 
ate it don’t get any push, and those 
head teachers are letting those chil¬ 
dren down.” 

There were reports earlier this year 
that grammars would lower entry 
test pass marks for poorer pupils, 
though this was dismissed by the De¬ 


partment for Education as “specula¬ 
tion”. 

Both Cllr Whittle and Mr Read felt 
it was a sensible move, believing it 
would be more harmful to the disad¬ 
vantaged in the long run. 

“It would be too late to make up the 
shortfall at age 11,” said Cllr Whittle, 
who represents the Maidstone Rural 
East ward. 

“There’s work to be done even from 
the age of four or in nursery. 

“If you lower the pass mark, there is 
a danger they will fall behind and not 
be secondary school ready.” 

Mr Read added: “I think that would 
be a mistake. 

“To lower the pass score may be 
saying that children not of grammar 
school ability get in, but I would pre¬ 
fer it the other way around, which is 
preparing children in socially de¬ 
prived areas for grammar schools. 

“Primaries are forbidden to pre¬ 
pare them in school time, but it would 
make sense, particularly in areas of 
deprivation, to have ‘booster classes’ 
out of school time.” 

Some of the county’s super-selec- 
tives, however, like Skinners’ in Tun¬ 
bridge Wells, do offer some places for 
a handful on pupil premium who fall 
just short. 

“We have seen other schools like 
Tonbridge Grammar, Judd and Weald 
of Kent [all in Tonbridge] change 
their admission criteria so grammars 
are responding to the challenge,” Cllr 
Whittle said. 

“They are also doing outreach 
work, but the problem for grammars 
is they have such a wide catchment 
area, with some having as many as 
63 feeder primary schools. 

“It’s all about that partnership and 
many do have good relationships but 
there’s still work to be done.”

Town centre concerns as green 
light given for Bluewater growth 


B luewater was this week 
given the go-ahead for a 
massive multi-million 
pound expansion, but con¬ 
cerns have been raised at 
the further impact the Greenhithe 
complex will have on nearby town 
centres. 

Both Dartford and Gravesend have 
spent years trying to recover from the 
impact of having one of Europe’s big¬ 
gest shopping complexes on their 
doorstep, sucking up big chain stores 
from their traditional homes on the 
high street. 

And the impact stretches further 
than that too, with opposition to the 
expansion coming from Bexley and 
Medway too. 

The plans, given unanimous back¬ 
ing by Dartford council this week, 
will see an extension to the West Vil¬ 
lage section - home to the likes of Piz¬ 
za Express and Zizzi - creating new 
major shopping units as well as res¬ 
taurants and bars. 

It will also allow existing tenants to 
expand their premises. 

However, there is no provision for 
additional car parking spaces, 
prompting some to fear it could spell 
traffic chaos on busy days. 

It is a revised version of plans previ¬ 
ously given the nod more than three 
years ago which sought even larger 
expansion. 

Robert Goodman, general manag¬ 
er at Bluewater said: “We welcome 
the planning committee’s unani¬ 
mous decision to approve the applica¬ 
tion. The proposals to evolve Bluewa¬ 
ter are important to ensure it 
continues to provide its guests with a 
comprehensive and compelling offer. 
They will also create up to 500 jobs 
during construction and 2,300 
once complete. Following the com¬ 
mittee’s decision, our focus is now on 
working in partnership with our 
stakeholders on the detail of the pro-

posals over the coming months.” 

But the news was met with concern 
by many. 

Nearby Gravesham Borough Coun¬ 
cil had submitted opposition to the 
proposal prior to the decision, saying 
there was “no compelling evidence to 
suggest Bluewater needs to expand or 
is under any threat by competitors”. 

Gravesham will receive a £519,000 
‘mitigation’ payment from Bluewater 
as a result of the decision - Dartford 
some £612,000. 

Gravesham convened a meeting of 
senior officers and the council leader 
this week to examine the impact of 
the expansion programme and its 
leader, Conservative David Turner, 
said he was only too aware of the 
threat it posed to the town centre. 

He told KoS: “We’re not happy 
about it. 

“Our town centre is doing better 
than Dartford’s, but we’ve lost M&S 


and we’ve lost BHS; we can’t afford to 
lose another big name store. 

“It’s true if you walk through the 
town centre there’s a large amount of 
footfall, and we’ve opened our histor¬ 
ic market, but we’re going to have to 
focus on these things to continue to 
be a success and bring people in.” 

Eve King, who has run Evie’s Sew¬ 
ing Centre on Queen Street since 
1989 told us: “The damage has al¬ 
ready been done, 

“I get customers from all over be¬ 
cause I’m a specialist, but everywhere 
else in the town there are Pound- 
lands, discount stores and charity 
shops, my competitors are closing be¬ 
cause of the pressure; it’s not good for 
the town centre.” 

The extension work at Bluewater, if 
all goes to plan, should be complete 
by 2021. 

Jeremy Kite, leader at Dartford Bor¬ 
ough council, says it isn’t for town 
centres to stop the success of shop¬ 
ping centres. 

“We have to accept that people 


want to shop at Bluewater, and it’s 
not for us to turn the clock back and 
try and change that,” he explained. 
“The challenge for Dartford is to focus 
on what brings people to our town 
centre, and that is our markets and 
our independent traders. 

“The best town centres are adapt¬ 
ing and across the country the suc¬ 
cessful ones are encouraging more 
people to live there so the traders, 
pubs and restaurants they need are 
only a walk away. 

“That’s what’s gradually happen¬ 
ing in Dartford and our High Street 
occupancy rates are actually good 
and getting better.” 

Bluewater has certainly proved it¬ 
self to be one of the retail sector’s suc¬ 
cess stories. 

Opened in 1999 - amid the grip of 
the economic downturn - it posi¬ 
tioned itself from the off as a leisure 
destination rather than simply a 
shopping centre. With cinemas and a 
host of restaurants and bars, it 
trumped Lakeside, just over the Dart¬ 
ford Crossing in Essex as the ‘go to’ 
centre for the south east. 

It also arrived as the shift in our 
shopping habits started to emerge. 

No longer were we content with 
simply heading into our local town 
centres - now we wanted to drive to 
out-of-town complexes where park¬ 
ing was ample and free and the range 
of shops extensive. 

Despite the subsequent shift to a 
‘little, often’ approach to our grocery 
shopping, so-called ‘destination’ re¬ 
tail centres have flourished as people 
spend the day with friends and fami¬ 
ly, spending as they do so. 

But the impact on town centres is 
significant. By drawing people in for 
the day, even pulling millions of peo¬ 
ple over the course of the year does 
not equate into higher footfall in the 
likes of Dartford or Gravesend town 
centres. Instead, shoppers come in 


from around the surrounding area 
then head straight home. 

Employment, on the other hand 
has certainly been significant. When 
it celebrated its 10th anniversary in 
2009 it was estimated unemploy¬ 
ment in Dartford had fallen by a re¬ 
markable 25 per cent. Not all can be 
attributed to Bluewater, but it is cer¬ 
tainly a honeypot for employment op¬ 
portunities. 

Yet the challenges for those who 
lose trade as a result continues. 

Explains a council spokesman for 
the London borough of Bexley - and 
formerly part of Kent: “Despite chal¬ 
lenging conditions in the retail sec¬ 
tor, Bexleyheath and Crayford town 
centres continue to trade well. People 
clearly value convenient local shop¬ 
ping of the type they offer and it’s im¬ 
portant that this is something that 
continues to be available. 

“While we do not object in principle 
to the expansion of Bluewater, we be¬ 
lieve it is very important to consider 
the impact its expansion may have on 
shops in our borough. 

“Bluewater is a powerful magnet 
for shoppers looking for an experi¬ 
ence and a range of goods, but it’s im¬ 
portant that we safeguard the local 
shops where most of our residents 
continue to do most of their shopping. 

Manager at Bexleyheath’s Business 
Improvement District, Tony Garratt 
added: “Either the centre brings in 
some new brands and gains more at¬ 
tention, or it will bring more people to 
the area as a whole. 

“Bluewater’s target audience and 
our own are quite different, it looks 
for the monthly and tourist visitors, 
whereas we look for weekly, regular 
customers. 

“If they’re going to create new 
buildings and keep parking the same, 
well it’s already a nightmare getting 
out of that place, a few more people 
might come to us instead.”

Creating Amazing Memories 
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Carter: Power 


T HERESA May will be the Conserva¬ 
tives’ “secret to success” in next 
week’s Kent County Council elec¬ 
tions, according to current leader 
Paul Carter. 

The Tories are widely expected to romp to 
comfortable victories both locally on May 4, 
and in the snap general election on June 8, 
and the prime minister’s popularity with vot¬ 
ers in Kent will help see off any potential hint 
of a threat from opposition parties, the leader 
claims. 

Cllr Carter has led the largest county coun¬ 
cil in the country since 2005, overseeing tri¬ 
umphs for his party in 2009 and 2013, and it’s 
difficult to imagine Kent being any colour 
other than blue once again when the results 
are announced on Friday. 

Labour insists it is campaigning to win the 
local election, but admits there is an element 
of realism in their ambitions, and is targeting 
the coastal areas where it may be more likely 
to pick up seats than traditional Tory heart¬ 
lands in the west of the county. 

Assessing the best of the rest will more than 
likely be the bigger talking point than the 
winner itself, such is the inevitablity of a Con¬ 
servative victory once again, even in this most 
unpredictable period of modern politics. 

Ukip sprung a surprise four years ago when 
it won an impressive and unexpected 17 seats 
at County Hall to become the main party of 
opposition to the Conservatives, but after 
playing its part in ensuring Britain voted to 
leave the European Union, many suspect Ukip 
is suffering something of an identity crisis, 
and has little further purpose. 

Indeed, South Thanet MP Craig Mackinlay 
told us earlier this month he could see an “ab-

solute wipeout” of his former party’s seats on 
KCC following a string of controversies in re¬ 
cent months, including the defection of former 
Rochester and Strood MP Mark Reckless. 

Liberal Democrat MEP for the south east, 
Catherine Bearder, admitted such a scenario 
would give her “great pleasure” and agreed 
Ukip would suffer huge losses, while predict¬ 
ing a resurgence for her own party. 

Both Chris Wells, leader of Thanet District 
Council - the only local authority in the coun¬ 
try under Ukip control - and party leader Paul 
Nuttall have insisted it will still have a strong 
representation on KCC, despite the doubters. 

Cllr Carter steered clear of making as bold a 
prediction as Mr Mackinlay but told KoS he 
was confident his party would strengthen its 
majority further by turning some purple seats 
blue once again. 

“I’m optimistic that we will get a good result 
and take a significant number of seats from 
Ukip, but let’s not get carried away and let’s 
see what the electorate come up with,” he 
said. 

Labour councillor Roger Truelove told us 
last week the announcement of a general elec¬ 
tion could have a positive knock-on effect for 
the party in the KCC vote. 

While some warn not to write him off, La¬ 
bour leader Jeremy Corbyn has been widely 
dismissed as “unelectable”, and deemed re¬ 
sponsible for his party falling further and fur¬ 
ther behind the Conservatives in the opinion 
polls. 

Public perception of parties nationally will 
always inevitably have an impact on how peo-

pie vote when they take to the polls, 
at whatever level of politics, but Cllr 
Truelove felt the prospect of a general 
election just around the corner, in 
which voters can make those strong 
political statements, could help un¬ 
blur some lines. 

He suggested voters may now be 


more inclined to consider the quality 
of the local candidate, than simply to 
make those political statements, fol¬ 
lowing Mrs May’s decision to call a 
general election. 

The council leader, however, feels 
perceptions of Mrs May, Mr Corbyn, 
Mr Nuttall and Liberal Democrat 


leader Tim Farron will be very much 
on the minds of voters next Thursday. 

“In local elections I always say 70 
per cent is the standing of the nation¬ 
al party and 30 per cent is focused on 
local issues,” Cllr Carter said. 

“The feeling on the doorstep is that 
Theresa May is massively with the 


electorate, they think she is a strong 
prime minister and doing a very good 
job. 

“I said before, at the start of the 
county council election campaign, 
that Theresa May was our secret to 
success and that’s been reflected on 
the doorsteps. 


“Meanwhile there has been very, 
very little support for Ukip unlike four 
years ago. 

“What she is saying is resonating 
with the views of the public, as does 
having a real grip on government 
policy. 

“The U-turn on national insurance 
shows that - the treasury made a 
mistake and she corrected it.” 

Chancellor Philip Hammond, and 
the party as a whole, came under in¬ 
tense criticism for that particular 
budget policy, in which the govern¬ 
ment proposed to hike national in¬ 
surance contributions for the self- 
employed, despite promising not to in 
its 2015 manifesto. 

Tonbridge and Mailing MP Tom 
Tugendhat was among those lobby¬ 
ing for a U-turn, telling colleagues 
the proposals “speak to a tone that is 
not entirely helpful, and in that I urge 
a rethink”. 

Cllr Carter also suggested news of a 
general election would spark a rise in 
interest among both voters and politi¬ 
cal commentators. 

“What it will do is increase the 
turnout because I suspect national 
media will want to look at what hap¬ 
pens,” he said. 

“People will be much more aware 
and reminded of the opportunity to 
vote because normally people tell us 
on the Friday after the election ‘oh I 
forgot to vote’.

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“All the pollsters will be very keen to 
look at county council elections re¬ 
sults and we’re confident of a good 
result again. 

“As I say, the public are clearly 
backing the prime minister and they 
also understand we have a strong 
track record of delivering improved 
services with 35 per cent less money. 

“The response has generally been 
very complimentary.” 

In its manifesto for this election, 
the Conservatives vow to continue to 
raise school standards and says the 
party supports the government in its 
plans to build new grammar schools 
across the county - something 
strongly opposed by both Labour and 
the Liberal Democrats. 

Additionally, it wants to double the 
number of 16-20 year olds taking up 
a modern apprenticeship from 
11,000 to 22,000, as announced in a 
‘Made in Kent’ campaign earlier this 
year. 

The party also recognises the 
county’s housing crisis, estimating 
some 9,000 homes need to be built in 
the county each year to serve a grow¬ 
ing population, and supports contro¬ 
versial developments such as the Ot- 
terpool Park garden town in Shepway. 

The manifesto also pledges to “con¬ 
tinue to deliver excellent community 
services” despite budget pressures on 
libraries, youth hubs and Trading 
Standards. 

When quizzed on ambitions of 
some opponents to split up KCC into 
smaller district or unitary authori¬ 
ties, Cllr Carter has said on a number 
of occasions it would be detrimental 
to the county, because having an au¬ 
thority so large gives councillors 


greater clout in lobbying central gov¬ 
ernment for funding and support. 

Indeed, Conservative supporters 
would argue that has been evidenced 
in recent months and years, given 
Whitehall’s decision to release addi¬ 
tional funding for social care follow¬ 
ing relentless pushing from KCC, 
whose budget is being particularly 
squeezed. 

Likewise, huge investment in tran- 
port infrastructure has been rubber- 
stamped, with announcements being 
made over the Lower Thames Cross¬ 


ing and M20 lorry park to combat 
Operation Stack over the last 12 
months. 

A shared party alleigance between 
national and local government is also 
inevitably going to be useful in at 
least some circumstances, particu¬ 
larly when considering all 17 MPs in 
the county are also singing from the 
same political hymn sheet. 

Of course, there could yet be a sur¬ 
prise in the form of a Mr Corbyn-led 
Labour government on the morning 
of June 9, and while acknowledging 


the benefits of national and local gov¬ 
ernment being the same colour, Cllr 
Carter claims political differences 
have not stopped KCC from succeed¬ 
ing in the past. 

“We have 100 per cent coverage 
from members of parliament working 
within a large county, so we have 
power,” he said. 

“Being a Conservative does have a 
material effect on lobbying and that 
has helped enormously, but I think it 
goes both ways because my predeces¬ 
sor, Sandy Bruce-Lockhart [also a 


Conservative leader] had a very 
strong relationship with [Labour dep¬ 
uty prime minister] John Prescott.” 

Giving his views on the vote, MP 
Mr Mackinlay said: “The KCC elec¬ 
tions could be an absolute wipe out, 
leaving [Ukip] with a very, very small 
handful of seats or maybe even none 
at all. 

“Labour could well lose a couple 
and there might be a slight resur¬ 
gence of the Lib Dems but the Con¬ 
servatives will have a very successful 
election, I’m sure.”

Why keeping fit is key 
to enjoying your life 



I T is easy to assume the phrase 
‘life begins at 50’ has been de¬ 
signed by the 40-somethings 
simply to make that transition 
into fully fledged middle-age 
slightly less uncomfortable. 

Yet the reality is that for anyone 
aged 50, 60 and upwards, life has 
never been so focused to ensuring 
your life can be as fulfilling as you al¬ 
ways dreamed it would be. 

Whether it’s satisfying wanderlust 
through one of the many specialist 
travel agencies which can now take 
you to pretty much anywhere in the 
world while appreciating a vibrant 
nightclub scene is not what you’ll be 
seeking, to sports clubs for those 
wanting to keep fit with dedicated 
programmes and classes. 

The world is very much your oyster. 
And this week came confirmation 
that moderate exercise several times 
a week is the best way to keep your 
mind in the very best condition to en¬ 
joy all the opportunities which later 
life bring you. 

According to a study by the 
University of Canberra and 
Australian National University and 


published by the British Journal of 
Sports Medicine, it found that by 
reviewing more than 39 studies, 
aerobic exercise and strength 
training appeared to improve 
cognitive functions - which includes 
memory, attention and carrying out 
tasks. 

The research also revealed that 
exercise can even slow the impact of 
early signs of dementia. 

So what constituents sufficient ex¬ 
ercise? 

The study suggests exercise on as 
many days a week as possible with 
each session lasting around 45 
minutes. 

It explained: “While lifelong 
participation in physical exercise 
may be preferable, the adoption of 
exercise at any age to delay or reverse 
cognitive decline is worthwhile given 
the prevalence of physical inactivity 
and the increasing proportion of 
older adults in the population. 

“The moderator analysis in this 
study showed that exercise of between 
45 and 60 minutes in duration, of 
moderate or vigorous intensity and of 
any frequency or length is beneficial 


to cognitive function. 

“The findings suggest that an 
exercise programme with 
components of both aerobic and 
resistance-type training, of at least 
moderate intensity and at least 45 
min per session, on as many days of 
the week as possible, is beneficial to 
cognitive function in adults aged 50 
years and over.” 

A spokesman for the NHS said: “It’s 
no surprise to hear that exercise has 
health benefits - but not everyone 
knows that it’s good for your brain as 
well as your body. 

“This study provides evidence that, 
even for people with some signs of de¬ 
clining mental function, regular 
moderately intense exercise has a 
positive effect. 

“There are a few minor caveats, 
however. Although the study showed 
tai chi is beneficial, this was based on 
only four trials. 

“And it’s not completely clear how 
often people need to exercise. The 
study found any number of weekly 
sessions showed a benefit, but it’s 
reasonable to think more sessions 
would be more beneficial. 


“The reasons why physical 
exercise benefits mental function 
are thought to include better blood 
flow to the brain, which keeps nerve 
cells healthy and supplied with 
oxygen, lower inflammation and 
less cellular damage.” 

Current guidelines for exercise for 
adults in the UK are to do at least 150 
minutes of moderate aerobic activity 
every week - such as cycling or fast 
walking - and strength exercises 


working all the major muscle groups 
two or more days a week. Or, 75 
minutes of vigorous aerobic activity 
such as running or tennis, and 
strength exercises two or more times 
a week, or a mix of moderate and 
vigorous aerobic activty every week. 

Other ways to help reduce the risk 
of dementia include a healthy diet, 
maintaining a healthy weight, 
regular exercise, not drinking too 
much alcohol and stopping smoking.

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Why a flood of fresh thinking 
may ease county’s housing crisis 





Housing remains a key issue in the 
county - but what about building 
homes on areas at risk of flooding in 
the county? Tim Wolfe-Murray is a 
partner at architects Clague, 
which have offices in 
Canterbury. He takes a look 
at new methods being used 
to tackle the issue. 


HERE’s wet weather and 
then there’s wet weather. 
And then there’s the win¬ 
ter of 2013/14. 

The UK was battered by 
12 major winter storms, making it 
the stormiest period in the UK for 
over 20 years. 

It was the wettest winter since 
1910, with the UK receiving 165 per 
cent of average rainfall. 

Over 10,000 homes suffered water 
damage from coastal and fluvial 
flooding, and 7,000 families were dis¬ 
placed. The Somerset Levels spent 
most of the winter season submerged, 
with 17,000 acres of agricultural 
land being under water for over a 
month. 

It got to the point of crisis that the 
village of Thorney was abandoned, 
while Muchelney had been cut off by 
high water. Elsewhere in the country, 
large areas along the River Thames 
were affected. 

In Kent, Yalding, near Maidstone, 
was badly effected with residents 
finding their Christmas spent with 
their homes submerged. 

There needed to be a response. How 
could such instances of damage, iso¬ 
lation and chaos caused by flooding 
be prevented in the future? Politi¬ 
cians and environmentalists came 
together to ‘solve’ the issue by rein¬ 
forcing a message of reducing, or 
even abolishing, new housing in are¬ 
as at risk of flooding. But is this the 
best course of action? 

There is a clear housing crisis in 


the country. In recent times, we have 
been advised that we must build 
240,000 new homes per year, on a 
consistent basis. And we are falling 
woefully short of this target, despite 
housing developments being squeezed 
into seemingly every town. 

There are just not enough delivera¬ 
ble brownfield sites in urban areas, 
while more and more land is being 
protected as green ‘buffer’ space 
around existing settlements. Mean¬ 
while, there are areas of land that are 
prime for development. The issue is 
that this land sits on flood plains. It is 
therefore important to resist the urge 
to restrict otherwise developable land 
based on its flood constraints. 

It is down to architects and mem¬ 
bers of the construction industry to 
demonstrate, as a matter of urgency, 
that there is an answer to these prob¬ 
lems, and that design is at the very 
centre of this. 

If we continue to follow the current 
pattern of building and design, these 
problems will not go away. This is a 
real opportunity for the industry to 
innovate. 

The Environment Agency has al¬ 
ways encouraged flood resilient de¬ 
sign, but it is now time for the con¬ 
struction industry to take the lead. It 
is imperative that we demonstrate 
that it is possible to build safely, af¬ 
fordably, and indeed attractively, in 
areas that have been discarded as 
‘undevelopable’. 

Throughout Europe there have 
been a number of projects that go 


some way in dispelling the myths that 
surround building viable flood-risk 
housing in Europe. 

The most notable of these is in the 
Netherlands, where a third of the 
country lies below sea-level. The most 
impressive and most dramatic of 
these projects is Ijburg in the borough 
of Amsterdam-Oost. 

Situated on IJ Lake, the town is be¬ 
ing built on artificial islands which 
have been raised from the lake. Once 
complete, it will accommodate 
18,000 new homes, along with the 
significant community infrastruc¬ 
ture of any new town such as schools, 
restaurants and leisure centres. 

In the UK, we are now starting to 
show that we are up to the task in de¬ 
signing properties and developments 
which counter the issues surround¬ 
ing flood plains. Where the Environ¬ 
mental Agency has identified land as 
‘Zone 2’ (0.1 per cent - one per cent 
risk) or ‘Zone 3a’ (one per cent risk or 
greater), Clague Architects has de¬ 
signed houses with living accommo¬ 
dation raised to the first floor. 

For example, we have recently had 
planning approved for a development 
in Deal. 

The living accommodation of these

modern town houses is to be on the 
first floor, while the ground floors are 
given over to garages and storage. 
These are less vulnerable to water 
damage, and incorporate flood-resil- 
ient/resistant construction. Al¬ 
though located in a well-established 
urban context, this site is at risk of 
flooding from both the sea and near¬ 
by rivers. 

Careful design and technical de¬ 
tailing by Clague has ensured that 
these homes remain a safe haven dur¬ 
ing even the worst flooding event, 
and will suffer minimal damage from 
water ingress. Designs include flood- 
resistant windows, doors and plumb¬ 
ing to prevent significant water in¬ 
gress, backed up by water-resilient 
fixtures and fittings to minimise in¬ 
ternal damage should it occur. 

Another example of these innova¬ 
tive designs is the riverside develop¬ 
ment at Conyer Quay in Teynham. 
Once again garages and utility stores 
are on the ground floors, while the 
living accommodation is raised above 
the flood risk. There is a danger of 
flooding from the creek, so the main 
ground level is set higher up on the 


quay, which in turn lifts the first floor, 
mitigating the risk of flood damage. 

In conclusion, there is more space 
than we think in Britain to build the 
houses that we need. 

We must start thinking outside the 
box and not write off developable 
land, just because of the technical 
constraints. If anything, this gives ar¬ 
chitects and the construction indus¬ 
try a real opportunity to think inno- 
vatively and really show off what they 
can do. 

With greater creative input from 
architects and building specialists, 
these solutions could very well be the 
answer to the housing crisis. By being 
at the forefront of future designs and 
technologies, we can ensure sensible 
and safe development on previously 
‘at-risk’ areas.

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Blood scandal 
saga’s twist as 
MP highlights 
the ‘cover-up’ 


Theresa May compounds anger of blood 
contamination scandal victims as she 
once again rules out inquiry while Andy 
Burnham raps out a stark ultimateum 


T HERESA May has again 
refused to commit to a 
Hillsborough-style inquiry 
into the NHS contaminated 
blood scandal, which was 
described this week as a “criminal 
cover-up on an industrial scale”. 

Hundreds of deaths have been 
linked to the scandal in which 
haemophiliacs and others were 
infected with hepatitis C and HIV 
from blood products during the 1970s 
and 1980s. 

Among the victims were a number 
from Kent - including Ramsgate’s Lee

Stay, who contracted both HIV and 
hepatitis C, and Broadstairs’ Steve 
Dymond who was infected with 
hepatitis C. 

Former Labour health secretary 
Andy Burnham said victims were 
used as “guinea pigs” and subjected 
to “slurs and smears” via falsified 
medical records. 

Others had tests carried out 
without their knowledge or consent, 
with the results withheld “for decades

in some cases” even when they 
revealed positive results. 

One case he mentioned involved a 
boy who was infected aged just eight 
at Maidstone Hospital in 1978 - but 
only told he was infected in 2013. 

Mr Burnham said it had also been 
suggested that the withholding of 


results led to infections being passed 
on to people living with the victims. 

Speaking in the Commons on 
Tuesday, Mr Burnham said he would 
pass his information to the police if the 
next government does not launch a 
public inquiry before the summer recess. 

He told MPs: “I want to refocus 


everybody on giving victims what 
they never had - the truth. From what 
I know I believe this scandal amounts 
to a criminal cover-up on an 
industrial scale.”

next month, said he had been given 
“direct evidence” of attempts to hide 
“criminal acts”. 

He cited three cases including that 
of six-year-old Stuart. The MP said: 
“When Stuart was six years old, he 
was sent by Maidstone Hospital to the 
Lewisham and Oxford haemophilia 
centres to have tests to see whether 
he had haemophilia. When he was 
seven, they wrote back and said that 
all the tests were normal and that he 
did not have a bleeding problem. 
When he was eight, he attended 
Maidstone Hospital with a swollen 
knee — nothing more. It was not life 
threatening, and he had no bleeding 
problem associated with it. 

“Then, with no warning to Stuart 
or his parents, Maidstone Hospital 
treated him with 12 transfusions of 
contaminated blood products over 
three days. According to his medical 
records later, that should not have 
happened. Then, in 1986, the 
hospital, unbeknownst to Stuart, 
carried out an HIV and a hepatitis B 
test on him. He was never tested for 
hepatitis C, even though his records 
show that a test was available at the 
time. He was not tested in 1989 or 
called back as other tests became 
available. He has all his medical 
records, but one thing is missing; the 
batch numbers for the contaminated 
blood products. 

“Stuart was eventually told he had 
a hepatitis C infection in — listen to 
this, madam deputy speaker — 
January 2013. He was also told that it 
was too late for him to pursue a court 
case, despite the fact that legal experts 
said that what had happened to him 
was negligent and he firmly believes 
there has been a cover-up.” 

He also spoke of Ken Bullock, who 


died in 1998, and whose widow said 
his diagnosis of hepatitis had been 
changed to being a clinical alcoholic 
in 1983. 

Mr Bullock’s medical notes, read to 
the Commons, had changed and 
appeared to show any mention of blood 
products stopped “very suddenly”, with 
hospital records then referring only to 
“alcoholic damage to the liver”. 

The moderate drinker was possibly 
refused a liver transplant based on 
his falsified medical records saying he 
was an alcoholic, Mr Burnham said. 

He said there is a “very disturbing 
echo” with Hillsborough, in that 
victims of negligence by the state 
were “suddenly the victims of smears 
perpetrated by those working on 
behalf of public bodies, particularly 
smears related to alcohol, to suggest 
the disease that afflicted Mr Bullock’s 
liver was self-inflicted”. 


The MP highlighted a 1975 letter 
from Stanford University’s medical 
centre to the then UK government- 
owned blood products laboratory 
that warned of blood products 
coming on to the market “from skid 
row derelicts”. 

Another letter sent in 1982 from 
the Oxford Haemophilia Centre to all 
haemophilia centre directors in 
England raised concerns about the 
effectiveness of testing blood for 
“infectivity” on chimpanzees. 

Commenting on the letter, Mr 
Burnham said: “In other words, let’s 
find out if there’s ‘infectivity’, in their 
words, in these products by using 
patients as guinea pigs. 

“If the newly elected government 
after the general election fails to set 
up the process I’ve described, I will 
refer my dossier of cases to the police, 
and I will request a criminal 


investigation into these shameful 
acts of cover-up against innocent 
people,” he added. 

Health minister Nicola Blackwood 
resisted calls for a fresh inquiry, 
highlighting the previous release of 
thousands of government papers, two 
official reviews and statements to the 
Commons. 

“The government does believe, at 
this point, that setting up a panel 
would detract from the work that we 
are doing to support sufferers and 
their families, without providing any 
tangible benefit,” she said. 

However, Ms Blackwood did ask Mr 
Burnham to submit his dossier of 
evidence to health secretary Jeremy 
Hunt, and refer any allegations of 
criminality to the police. 

When quizzed by Labour MP 
George Howarth at Prime Minister’s 
Questions on Wednesday, Mrs May 


refused to commit to including such 
an inquiry in the Conservative 
manifesto. 

“Last July we committed £12 5m of 
extra funding for those affected by 
the contaminated blood tragedy of 
the ‘70s and ‘80s and that’s more 
than any previous government has 
provided,” she said. 

“We published some proposed 
reforms last year, we’re now 
consulting on a new measure to 
allow people affected to benefit from 
higher annual payments, but I can 
reassure everybody that everyone 
will receive at a minimum what they 
receive now as a result of the proposed 
changes and the Department of 
Health will respond to the 
consultation in due course.” 

The responses left Kent victim 
Steve Dymond, 60, fuming. He told 
KoS: “The contempt and disdain from 
the Department of Health was 
blindingly obvious as the junior 
minister couldn’t even bring herself 
to address the questions asked of her 
nor muster the decency to read out 
her brief with the slightest sincerity 
or understanding. 

“These serious criminal charges, 
long known to the haemophilac 
victims of the scandal over more than 
30 years of a heartwrenchingly and 
seemingly interminable saga, have 
now prompted Andy Burnham to 
issue an ultimatum. It is however far 
too late for the 2,500 dead 
haemophiliacs poisoned and then 
betrayed by the very bodies who swore 
solemnly to protect them. The debate 
made me stare yet again into the 
heart of darkness, realising I had 
been betrayed - deliberately and 
illegally treated with contaminated 
blood products.”

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Queues for Record Store Day 
underline vinyPs comeback 


O NCE upon a time, no 
young person’s trip into a 
town centre was com¬ 
plete without checking 
out the local record shops 
- and there were always plenty of 
choices. 

From the chains like Our Price, 
HMV and Virgin to the independents 
or sold within the likes of Boots, 
Woolworths and WHSmiths, wher-

ever you turned you could be sure to 
find someone, somewhere, selling 
those enticing slabs of jet black vinyl. 

Whether it was the pocket-money 
friendly seven-inch single, the 12- 
inch remix, or the full album, you 
could pick your version and be listen¬ 


ing to it by the time you’d got home, 
slipped it out of the dust cover and 
lined up the stylus to drop into that 
intro groove on your turntable. 

When tapes took hold, we swapped 
to the more car and Walkman friend¬ 
ly format. And when CDs promised us 
a lifetime of perfect sonic quality, well 
we quickly started to forget about 
those pieces of plastic lining our 
bookshelves. 

But, oddly, when our consumption 
of music became so advanced we car¬ 
ry the ability to access literally mil¬ 
lions of full albums on our smart 
phones courtesy of the likes of 
streaming services Spotify, Apple and 
Tidal, we started to yearn for some¬ 
thing physical again. 

And slowly but surely, back from 
the dead, came the vinyl record. 

It is still a very long way from its 
hey-day, but it has recovered suffi¬ 
ciently to no longer be on life-support. 

Last weekend that revival could be 
seen by the queues stretching outside 
the handful of record stores which 
still exist or, as is often the case, have 
opened to capitalise on the combina¬ 
tion of cheap town centre retail space 
and a customer base which wants to 
experience the sheer retro delight of 
flipping through vinyl sleeves in the 
hunt for an old favourite. 

Record Store Day has become an 


important date on the calendar for 
music fans. Designed to lure shoppers 
back into bricks and mortar stores, 
there are now a host of exclusive re¬ 
leases unleashed only from partici¬ 
pating shops. After all, there’s few 
words in the English language more 
likely to get a music fan paying atten¬ 
tion than ‘limited edition’ or ‘picture 
disc’. 

So they descended on town centre 
shops to snap up a collectible treat. 
And as easy as it would be to assume 
it’s the 40-plus brigade reliving their 
youth, those flocking are often new¬ 
comers to the format. 

Independent record store Bside the 
Cside in Herne Bay has been run for 
almost four years by Oz Eastman and 
wife Chris and saw the first person in 
the queue at 5am. By the time it 
opened for business, around 40 peo¬ 
ple were eager to get in. 

Mr Eastman said: “We sold about 
300 records on Saturday. The aver¬ 
age age of customers here is in their 
20s who are poring over the vinyl. 
The older ones are looking at the 5Op 
CDs. 

“I did think vinyl was going to be a 
fad that quickly vanished, but I am 
not thinking that any more. 

“Sales keeping rising year on year, 
which is excellent news. The young¬ 
sters like the idea of something physi¬

cal in their hands and all the artwork 
that comes with a proper sleeve. 

“As for prices, when you think an 
LP in the early 1970s was around £5, 
the price today is pretty comparable. I 
think we will see vinyl in shops for 
years to come, there is no better way 
of listening to music.”

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Phil Jessop has run Medway Record 
Centre in Canterbury Street, Gilling¬ 
ham, for 22 years. He has seen the 
rollercoaster ride the format has been 
on and found the shift fascinating to 
observe first hand. 

He told us: “We have seen the pop¬ 
ularity of vinyl soaring when I start¬ 


ed in this business, go through a 
slump and is now making a great 
comeback. 

“Over the past couple of years 
alone, I have seen sales of records 
more than double, and as this stage, I 
don’t see that demand slipping. 

“A new vinyl record is about £20 


and that price falls as the record 
goes down the chart. Perhaps 
prices will come down if there is 
still a demand, and we have heard 
some record companies are thinking 
about starting up the presses once 
again in this country. Right 
now, they are mostly made at plants 


in Europe, but that could change.” 

At The Record Store, at Park Mall, 
Ashford, boss Vince Monticelli has 
seen his store grow as a result of de¬ 
mand. He explained: “We were in a 
small starter unit, but sales have 
been so good, we are now in what you 
would call a proper shop. 

“People love their vinyl and we now 
have a much bigger stockroom. 
Record Store Day is always good for 
us with plenty of people coming to 
boost their collections. There were 
queues outside, so it shows how popu¬ 
lar these records are getting these 
days. 

“We had very quickly established 
there was definitely a requirement for 
a good vinyl store in the area, and ex¬ 
pansion was an obvious step. Record 
Shop Day is always a monster for us.” 

Last year saw a 2 5-year high in 
sales of vinyl. 

In fact, the UK saw some 3.2 mil¬ 
lion sold over the year, said the British 
Phonograph Industry. 

The BPI also says music consump¬ 
tion was up 1.5 per cent to 123 mil¬ 
lion albums, but to counter that, dig¬ 
ital streams totalled an astonishing 
45 billion, up 68 per cent. 

With a vinyl album costing £20 
and a subscription to say, Spotify 
costing a shade under £10 a month, it 
is perhaps little wonder which plat¬ 
form is winning the race. 

Geoff Taylor, chief executive of the 
BPI said: “Growth in UK music con¬ 
sumption in 2016 was fuelled by the 
explosive rise in audio streaming, 
which has increased 500 per cent 
since 2013, and relative resilience 
from physical formats. 

“Led by sales of David Bowie, de¬ 
mand for vinyl jumped to levels not 
seen since the start of the 1990s, and

fans also bought and collected music 
on CD that they are discovering and 
enjoying through streaming services 
in ever larger numbers. 

“We believe this performance is in¬ 
dicative of the promise of a new era 
for music, where recorded music’s in¬ 
vestments in a digital future fuel 
compelling benefits for fans, artists 
and the entire music ecosystem.” 

Ten years ago saw the lowest ever 
sales of vinyl at a mere 200,000. 

The BPI said: “The demand for vi¬ 
nyl illustrates the enduring appeal of 
music on physical formats, particu¬ 
larly in a multi-channel world where 
some consumers like to discover and 
enjoy new music and established rep¬ 
ertoire through streaming, but are 
also tempted to buy, own and collect 
the recordings they love on LP and on 
CD.”

O NE of the stars of award¬ 
winning musical Rent 
says that even 20 years 
on, the show continues 
to help those in the au¬ 
dience struggling with their own 
lives. 

The musical depicts the lives of 
several young artists and their 
struggles with sexuality, drugs, 
paying their rent, and life under the 
shadow of AIDS. It takes place in 
the East Village of New York City 
from 1989 to 1990. 

And it comes to Tunbridge Wells 
for a string of shows at the Assem¬ 
bly Hall Theatre at the end of May. 

Layton Williams plays Angel, a 
cross-dressing street drummer in 
the production. 

He explained: “I just think it’s got 
something for everyone. There’s so 
many aspects that are big topics, 
such as coming to terms with our 


sexualities, as well as trying to 
build a career. 

“I think a lot of people will watch 
the performance and it will help 
them deal with whatever they’re 
going through in their own 
personal lives. 

“As actors, the cast understand 
that the story is so powerful; it’s 
definitely a message we want to 
carry on.” 

And he says he got first hand 
experience of what it must have 
been like for those depicted in the 
performance as he rehearsed for 
the show. 

He explained: “One time I was in 
rehearsals in full drag, and needed to 
go out to get something to eat, so 
decided to just stay in costume to go. 

“So many people starred at me, 
and it just made me realise how 
that would happen all the time if I 
did dress like this in my regular 


life. It was crazy, and a bit uncom¬ 
fortable.” 

The perfomer, who says he has 
taken part in dance workshops at 
Kent College in the past, says he’s 
“really looking forward to coming 
back” to the county. 

He added: “I love Kent, it’s a 
really nice area of the country. Plus 
because I live in London, it means I 
don’t have to tour, I can just 
commute from home. It’s quite nice 
to be at home - touring can get 
very crazy.” 

The musical is based on Puccini’s 
classic opera La Boheme and fea¬ 
tures music and lyrics by Jonathan 
Larson including the much-loved 
songs Seasons of Love, Take Me or 
Leave Me and La Vie Boheme. 

In 1996 it started a 12-year run 
on Broadway which saw it win four 
Tony Awards and the prestigious 
Pulitzer Prize for Drama. 


Since then it has toured exten¬ 
sively around the world, with both 
a US tour celebrating its 20th anni¬ 
versary, and this, a UK leg of a pro¬ 
duction which continues to delight 
audiences. 

“Angel is a fantastic character to 
play,” says Layton. “I like the fact 
that some people call Angel a girl, 
and others a boy. Angel’s a he or 
she, anything goes. 

“She’s a hard-hitting character, 
who deals with a lot, such as HIV. 

“I was very attracted to playing 
the character. I’d seen my friend 
perform in Rent before, and knew I 
needed to play Angel if I ever got 
the chance. When the opportunity 
came up, I jumped at taking it.” 

The show is coming to Tun¬ 
bridge Wells’ Assembly Hall from 
May 23-27.

Don’t be shy, says Hannah Stephenson, when it comes to getting your plants ready for the year ahead 


A S SOON as the weather 
warms up a bit, shrubs, 
hedges and trees seem to 
take on a massive 
growth spurt and it’s 
time to wield the secateurs. 

While first-time gardeners may act 
with caution, pruning isn’t actually 
that complicated - the secret is to 
tackle your plants before they become 
straggly and out of shape. 

Pruning properly should give you 
more flowers, fruits and general vig¬ 
our, stripping away old, dead wood 
and diseased branches, allowing sun¬ 
light to the centre of plants to rejuve¬ 
nate them for the season ahead. 

I know some people are worried 
about cutting plants back too much, 
but cut a buddleia back hard down to a 


couple of buds from the ground and 
you’ll see it tower with fresh blooms in 
late summer, while cutting back dog¬ 
wood stems down to the ground will 
reward you with plenty of fresh, bright¬ 
ly-coloured stems the following season. 

So, what should you prune and 
when? 

Most evergreens including conifers 
don’t need pruning apart from a sum¬ 
mer shape-up with shears in the spring. 
Slow-growing shrubs such as azaleas 
and hydrangeas also don’t need much 
pruning and should be allowed to keep 
their flower heads in winter, which will 
protect new buds from frost. 

Faster-growing deciduous shrubs 
and trees will need pruning and these 
fall into two general groups: 

Those that flower in spring and early

summer, including forsythia, philadel- 
phus, kerria and weigela: Flowers are 
produced on shoots that grew during 
the previous growing season and 
should be cut back as soon as they have 
finished flowering, to allow new shoots 
to form. Prune them too early, in win¬ 
ter or early spring, and you will cut off 
the flowers for that year. As soon as the 
flowers are over, cut back all the stems 
carrying dead flowers. Follow the stem 
down until you reach a strong bud and 
cut just above the point where it grows 
out on the main branch. 

Those that flower from early sum¬ 
mer onwards, such as buddleia, po- 
tentilla and fuschia: Prune in early 
spring before growth starts, cutting 
back the old wood (which looks dark¬ 
er and rougher) hard to a low bud, to 


boost new growth which will give 
you flowers the same year. 

The general rule is if it flowers be¬ 
fore mid-June, prune it immediately 
after flowering; if it flowers later, 
prune it in late winter or early spring. 

Suckers can be a problem on roses 
and lilac. Remove the basal shoots 
from the base of the bush or tree, usu¬ 
ally below ground, tracing them to 
the point of origin, cutting them off 
close to the main stem. 

Shrubs which are not totally hardy, 
such as Choisya ternata, may have 
been damaged by frost or cold winds 
during the winter and you’ll need to 
cut back the damaged leaves at the 
tips of the shoots to healthy wood, to 
make the plant look better and reduce 
the risk of disease.

Inspired by Japan's amazing cherry blossom, as seen on Friday's Springwatch 
TV special? Sarah Marshall says it's not too difficult to enjoy first-hand for 
ourselves. Here’s all the gen 


A ttracting thousands of 

visitors every year, Japan’s 
cherry blossom - or 
Sakura - is always a 
sell-out event, with hotels 
across the country booked even a 
year in advance. Those unable to 
secure ringside seats had the chance 
to participate in Hanami (the 
national tradition of flower¬ 
watching), by tuning into a one-hour 
Springwatch in Japan special on BBC 
Two at the weekend. 

Presenters Chris Packham, 
Michaela Strachan and James Wong 
visited Japan to witness the spectacle, 
learn about the ancient origins of 
Sakura and discover other wildlife 
living in harmony with the blossom. 

Chris went in search of the 
white-eye bird, which appears at this 
time of year, and ethnobotanist 
James visited Mount Yoshino (Pink 
Mountain), where 30,000 trees become 


a focus for Sakura-seeking tourists. 

Inspired to book a trip next year? 
Here are the essentials you need to 
know: 

The Japanese have been admiring 
the blossoms since the 8th Century, 
enjoying picnics below trees and 
reciting poems in their honour 

The first blooms start in the south, 
eventually reaching the north of the 
archipelago. Progress can be 
monitored through the Cherry 
Blossom Forecast and the season is 
declared open when at least five 
flowers have opened on a sample tree. 
Visit sakura.weathermap.jp 

Timings differ each year, but in 
general the blossoms appear in 
Okinawa in January, moving to 
Tokyo in late March and Hokkaido in 
early May 

Combine a Sakura trip with a city 
break in Tokyo. Trees have been 
specially planted in many public 


areas. There are more than 1,000 
blossoms in Ueno Park, where you’ll 
also find some of the city’s best 
museums 

One of the most scenic locations is 
ancient capital Kyoto, particularly 
Maruyama Park. But expect big 
crowds 

Mount Yoshino is largely regarded 
as Japan’s best cherry blossom 
location. The UNESCO World 
Heritage Site in the Nara prefecture, 
73km from Kyoto, is also a sacred 
place for Shugendo, where 
worshippers head into the 
mountains, seeking enlightenment 

The short-lived blossoms (lasting a 
week) symbolise the transient nature 
of life and herald new beginnings. 
April 1 is the start of the academic 
year in Japan 

Sakura snow is the name given to 
falling blossoms as pink petals 
cascade to the ground...

Proposal to solve 
Stack problems 

IN response to MP Charlie Elphicke 
on a proposed Stanford lorry park, 


I READ with some interest your 
letter of the week on Manston 
Airport last Sunday. It contained a 
few flaws and half truths readers 
perhaps should be aware of. 

1. It refers to an ‘inexorable’ 
development consent order. A 
development consent order has six 
stages. The project referred to is at 
stage one, pre-application, 
described by the Planning 
Inspectorate as the “best time to 
influence a project, whether you 
agree with it, disagree with it, or 
believe it could be improved”. Stage 
two is the actual application, which 
may be accepted or declined. Thus 
‘inexorable’ is hardly a factually 
accurate description of this stage of 
the process. 

2. It refers throughout to 
Riveroak as the applicant. This is 
truly misleading, as the word 
‘Riveroak’ can be applied to both 
those established Riveroak named 
companies who have left the scene, 
as to the recently founded Riveroak 
named companies, whom we are 


being as they has been no Operation 
Stack since 2015, the proposal will 
be an utter waste of taxpayers’ 
money. 

I have put forward an alternative 
solution to Highways England for a 
new dual carriageway to run parallel 
with the M20 from Maidstone, 
junction eight, to Ashford, junction 
nine, with access to this and the A20 
via filter lanes at both ends. 

This new road would be closed off 
and used as parking if and when 
Stack is required, which will give 30 
miles of vehicle holding space.

told, have paid the departing 
Riveroak companies for the rights 
to a process yet to be fully 
established.

3. It suggests that not responding 
with personal sensitive data to the 
land referencing exercise would 
mean claiming compensation for 
any possible scheme which may be 
approved in the future more difficult. 
No evidence for this frightening 
prospect is given. ‘Affected persons’ 
are required by law to be notified by 
the applicant, which means those 
who live under the airport flight 
path in central Ramsgate might be 
interested in their exclusion from 
these approaches. 

In summary; does this letter, written 
by a campaign group chairman, 
contain any reliable evidence or advice 
or merely his personal view? I leave 
your readers to decide.

CITY cars can be a designer’s poisoned chalice or 
perfect challenge, but Kia’s have risen to the latter 
for the third generation Picanto. 

And literally too; it’s 5mm taller with a 15mm 
longer wheelbase. Small figures maybe, but they 
give the all-new Picanto (from £9,450) a huge 
cabin for this class, and all within the same on¬ 
road footprint as before. 

OK, it’s tight for three across the back, but show 
me a city car that isn’t, while totting up ‘big car’ 
attributes the little Korean does carry off. 

First is design cohesion; Kia claims “cute” and 
“cheeky” as possible descriptions for the previous 
Picantos, but the new car looks harmonious and 
even sporty when wearing discreet go faster 
stripes low on the flanks and rear end. 

It also handles well; pushing the wheels even clos¬ 
er to the corners has obviously helped, but the all- 
new platform - nearly half is lighter yet stronger 
steel - has made the car stiffer yet 23 kilos lighter or 
about half the weight of the average British woman. 

This means the Picanto can be flung into a 
twisty rural road with confidence without scrab¬ 
bling for grip or swaying on bends. 

But its natural habitat is urban, with its low 
down acceleration, low emissions and good econ¬ 
omy and modest overall running costs, all backed 


by Kia’s industry-leading seven-year/100,000- 
mile warranty. 

Both petrol engines are derived from the pre¬ 
vious car and come with five-speed manual 
boxes: a three-cylinder 66bhp 1.0-litre 
(64.2mpg combined and 0-60mph 13.8 sec¬ 
onds) and four-pot 83bhp 1.25-litre (52.3mpg 


and 13.2 respectively). 

If you intend to stretch the Picanto’s legs, the 
latter is the best bet, due to more urge from take¬ 
off and greater refinement at higher speeds. 

All versions come with good standard kit - the 
Kia norm - but the GT-Line models pictured here 
do look great inside and out.

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Why the S factor may prove a big hit 


Not quite the Vitara flagship on price, Suzuki’s Vitara S certainly catches the eye 
for ability, power and economy. It’s not perfect, but it does pack mighty value 



S UZUKI continues to 

impress with its singular 
approach to making and 
selling cars. 

The Japanese brand 
doesn’t contest every car sector. 
Instead, it picks fights carefully and 
prices products aggressively. 

One of its best scrappers is the 
Vitara: perhaps not such a capable 
off-roader as the former and 
highly-respected Grand Vitara, but 
an SUV with more than average 
capability on choppy or icy surfaces, 
and priced from a tempting £14,999. 

For that money, it looks like a steal, 
though Allgrip 4x4 versions start at 
£18,799. 

But the returns diminish higher 
up the range, where cheap trimming 
might irritate if you’ve forked out 
more than £20k. 

There are also just three engine 
options, including a 118bhp 1.6 
petrol or diesel (from £18,499), but 
the petrol manual has only five 
speeds and I found myself looking for 
a sixth at times, and the diesel’s 
greater low down power, plus 
economy will tempt you. 

Both are available with Allgrip, 
but my favourite Vitara is the car 
tested here: the standalone ‘S’ 


(£22,249) model with the third 
engine option plus the 4x4 system as 
standard. 

The ‘S’ has a hi-tech Suzuki 
Boosterjet petrol turbo unit, a 
138bhp 1.4-litre that outguns the 
other Vitara powertrains: it’s lively 


when needed (0-62mph in 10.2 
seconds) yet frugal (52.3mpg 
combined) compared to the unblown 
1.6’s 11.5 and 53.3 respectively. With 
a six-speed gearbox, it’s more refined 
on-road too. 

Allgrip offers the driver four 



modes: ‘Auto’, which prioritises fuel 
economy by using front-wheel drive, 
unless wheel spin is detected and 
then it kicks all-wheel drive into play. 
‘Sport’ optimises all-wheel drive and 
engine management for sporty 
driving, while ‘Snow’ is for icy

conditions. ‘Lock’ uses the limited 
slip differential to help the car if it’s 
at risk from getting stuck in snow, 
mud, or sand. 

There is also a hill descent control 
facility. 

The Vitara sits somewhere 
between the Nissan Qashqai and its 
little brother, the Juke, and while I 
have perhaps been harsh about the 
quality of the interior, it is rugged 
and hard-wearing; the Vitara could 
go to environments that its funky 
chunky forebears have known and 
survived. 

There is also a lot of room in the 
car for its size, including the back 
seats, while the dashboard is 
well-arranged. 

You could spend a lot more on an 
SUV or crossover, but the Vitara S 
really is excellent value.

GILLINGHAM boss Ady Pennock in¬ 
sists his players need to remain posi¬ 
tive as they aim to avoid relegation in 
their final match of the season this af¬ 
ternoon (Sunday). 

A 1-0 win for Port Vale at Walsall 
on Tuesday night left the Gills just a 
point clear of the drop zone ahead of a 
crunch clash with Northampton 
Town, ironically now managed by 
Justin Edinburgh, who was sacked by 
the club back in January. 

A win would guarantee safety, 
while League One status will also be 
secured if Vale are beaten by promo¬ 
tion-chasing Fleetwood Town. 

Likewise, a draw between Vale and 
Fleetwood would also likely be 
enough for Gillingham, barring a 
thumping defeat at Northampton, 
courtesy of their better goal differ¬ 
ence. 

But Pennock told KoS his focus was 
purely on the match at Sixfields. 

“The mood in the camp is good be¬ 
cause it’s in our hands and we’ve got 
to be positive,” he said. 

“We’ve got to go for the win and 
take care of the job ourselves without 
thinking about anyone else.” 

When unveiled as the club’s new 
head coach at the turn of the year, 
Pennock spoke of a play-off push, but 
instead, the Gills have lurked precari¬ 
ously just outside the bottom four. 

“When you buy a new house, 
you’re always upbeat, but quickly re¬ 
alise there’s a lot of things to do,” he 
said. 

“I couldn’t sit there at the press 
conference and say we were relega¬

Clifford says Kent ‘cannot endorse’ T20 plans

KENT Cricket has decided formally 
not to support ECB plans for a new 
city-based T20 tournament. 

All 41 members of the ECB - com¬ 
prising the chairmen of the 18 first 
class counties, 21 county boards in 
non-first class counties, MCC and the 
Minor Counties Cricket Association 
- have been asked to support the 
change to allow the establishment of 
the tournament from 2020. 

While Kent CEO Jamie Clifford told 
us “if there’s an inevitability about 
what’s going to happen, we have to 
get behind it”, there was always scep¬ 
ticism at the club about the proposals 
and now it has made a bold state¬ 
ment of opposition to the ECB by 
abstaining in the ballot.

“Whilst Kent Cricket does not wish 
to be at odds with the ECB, the 
proposals for the future direction of 


the game as they stand are such that 
the club cannot actively endorse 
them,” Mr Clifford said. 

“The club has therefore taken the 
view that an abstention is the 
appropriate reaction to the proposed 
change of ECB articles. 

“We believe that our stance 
reflects the anxiety there is amongst 
non-Test match grounds - those 
unlikely to host new teams - that 
their role as active players in the 
future of the game is at risk. 

“However, understanding that it is 
now inevitable that the proposals 
will receive the support that they 
need to be enacted, we hope that we 
might act as a ‘critical friend’ in their 
further development. 

“Part of the evolution must be to 
ensure that county cricket is at the 
game’s heart long into the future.”
